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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

As point out by the applicant, the image input device is, for example a scanner. 

Claims 1 , 3, requires the image forming apparatus storing image data which is 
outputted by an external computer, input by the input device such as a scanner. 
In preparing the last office action and due to the broad nature of the claim, the examiner 
has carefully review applicant's specification and invention, trying to understand what 
the applicant considered as his invention. For example, page 3, lines 19 disclosed 
image forming apparatus receiving image data input from the image input device. Also 
see page 5 f lines 1-11, page 7, lines 13-20, applicant's specification. 

Nowhere does the examiner found the limitation of image forming apparatus 
storing image data which is outputted by an external computer, input by the input device 
such as a scanner. Furthermore, the bottom of page 1 , and page 2, lines 8-13 states 
conventionally, image data scanned by a scanner are first transfer to an external 
computer such as a server and form the server, the image data are transferred to the 
printer. Page 2, lines 14-25, page 3, lines 4-21 , teaches the provision of network 
servers increase the scale of the network system, resulting in higher cost and 
applicant's invention is to allowed image scanned by the scanner inputted to the image 
forming apparatus. Therefore, the examiner has concluded that the image input device 
must be the interface 51 of page 7, lines 14-20, that received image data from the 
scanner. The examiner believes the external device interface/connector is an image 
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input device. However, the applicant wishes that the image input device (the bottom of 

page 5, and page 6, applicant's filed argument 2/2/2007) be interpreted as an electronic 

device such a scanner as defined in the specification. 

Based on the new interpretation of image input device: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species of the claimed invention: 

I. The embodiment disclosed on bottom of page 1, and page 2, lines 8-13; in 
particular: image forming device including storage means for storing image data which 
is outputted by an external computer, inputted by the image input device. 

II. The embodiment disclosed on 3, lines 13-22, in particular: the image forming 
device including storage means for storing image data inputted by the image input 
device. 

' Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
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all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
